Police: Rapper of ‘Rack 
Boyz’ crew tried to recruit 
coilege students for 
‘cracking cards’ piot

On his recent release “Fast Life,” rising Chica- 
go rapper Bandman Kevo brags about having 
it all— girls, guns, luxury cars, snazzy clothes 
and stacks of cold hard cash. 

But Kevo, whose real name is Kevin Ford, 
didn’t get there by selling records, according 
to federal charges unveiled Wednesday 

Ford was one of 29 people charged in Il- 
linois and Indiana in an elaborate “cracking 
cards” scheme, a modern twist on old-school 
check kiting that authorities said has roots 
on Chicago’s South Side and is spreading to 
other cities through music, social media and 
college campus recruitment. 

“Cracking cards is a criminal enterprise 
that has cost banks millions of dollars,” U.S. 
Attorney Zachary Fardon said at a news con- 
ference at his offices at 219 S. Dearborn St. 
“This is a widespread scheme and a wide- 
spread problem.” 

Ford’s attorney Scott King, said his client 
may glorify a certain over-the-top lifestyle in 
his music, but that doesn’t mean it translated 
to criminal activity 

“The guy is a rapper,” King said by telephone 
Wednesday “I don’t know if the government 
has ever listened to a rap song, but they’re typi- 
cally not describing a Cub Scout meeting.” 

The three-year joint investigation by federal 
agents, the Cook County state’s attorney’s of- 
fice and Chicago police first came to light last 
year when authorities charged Christopher 
Cain with stealing nearly $185,000 through a 
cracking card scheme, prosecutors said. Cain 
pleaded guilty in federal court and was sen- 
tenced last month to five years in prison. 

In the typical cracking card scheme, lead- 
ers recruit people with existing bank accounts 
or who are willing to open new accounts and 
hand over their debit card and personal iden- 
tification number, prosecutors said. 

The schemers then deposit— or recruit some- 
one else to deposit— bogus checks containing 
legitimate bank account and routing numbers 
into the third party’s bank account, typically via 
an ATM transaction. After the bank credits the 
funds, usually within hours of the deposit, the 
cash is withdrawn at an ATM, a currency ex- 
change or retail store, the charges allege. 

Fardon said students at Northern Illinois 
University in DeKalb have been targeted for re- 
cruitment by card crackers, who often have ties 


to Chicago street gangs. Although no students 
have been criminally charged, Fardon said any- 
one who is approached with promises of fast 
cash should think twice before going along. 

“Before anybody is turning over your debit 
card and your PIN to somebody who is not 
your mom or dad, you ought to be taking a 
hard swallow, making sure you know exactly 
what you are doing,” Fardon said. 

The federal criminal complaint unsealed 
Wednesday alleged Ford and three other de- 
fendants— Cortez Stevens, 24, of Griffith, 


Ind.; Stephen Garner, 23, of Portage, Ind., and 
Mikcale Smally 21, of Chicago— led the card 
cracking scheme through a group they had 
formed called the “Rack Boyz.” 

The Rack Boyz have Facebook and Twitter 
accounts and post videos on TbuTube. 

Ford appeared in one video with the Rack 
Boyz and has posted numerous photos of him- 
self online holding guns, flashing cash and wear- 
ing “expensive jewelry Gucci items, and other 
brand-name apparel,” the charges alleged. He 
also posted photos of a Maserati sports car he 


owned that was seized by federal agents in a 
search warrant more than two years ago. 

The charges alleged Ford, who lives in a 
$4,ooo-a-month highrise condo in the Loop, 
sent out numerous Facebook messages seek- 
ing to recruit bank account holders into the 
cracking cards scheme. 

In one message. Ford wrote, “You don’t 
know me but we can make some cash togeth- 
er my brother works at citi bank and he puts 
money on my account so I could do u a favor 
and have him put money on your account.” 

The message promises up to $1,900 in profit 
per account provided and that, “u can do this 
every week No BS!” according to the charges. 

Ford and the other three members of the 
Rack Boyz were arrested Tuesday and are 
scheduled to appear in U.S. District Court 
in Hammond on Thursday Also charged in 
the scheme were Ford’s girlfriend, Mercedes 
Hatcher, 21, and Brittany Sims, 24, who was 
identified as Garner’s girlfriend.

CTA unveils new electric-powered buses

When Kristin Kerrigan boarded a CTA bus 
home Wednesday afternoon, she knew some- 
thing was different. 

“I knew it was a new bus as soon as I walked 
on,” said Kerrigan, 27. “It’s very nice and clean. 
{The ride] feels a lot smoother.” 

Kerrigan, of Streeterville, was one of the 
first CTA passengers to ride one of two new 
electric-powered buses the CTA debuted dur- 
ing Wednesday evening rush hour. The agen- 
cy promises the new buses — one green on the 
outside and the other blue instead of the typi- 
cal white— will provide a cleaner, quieter ride 
that reduces fuel costs and vehicle emissions. 

The buses, made by Canadian-based New 
Flyer Industries, can travel 80 to 120 miles on 
one five-hour lithium battery charge, according 
to the transit agency The buses wiU power up 
at a charging station set up at the CTAs Kedzie 
Avenue bus garage in East Garfield Park. 

The agency said it is the first of any major 
U.S. transit agency to use all electric-powered 
buses as part of regular service. 

The two 40 -foot-long buses will operate on 
the No. y-Harrison, No. 120-Ogilvie/Streeter- 
ville Express, No. 121-Union/Streeterville Ex- 
press, No. 124-Navy Pier, No. 125-Water Tower 
Express and No. 157- Streeterville/Taylor routes. 

Each bus costs about $i million, about 
twice as much as the diesel-engine buses that 
comprise most of the CTAs fleet. In 2011, the 
transit agency announced the buses would be 
purchased with a $2.2 million federal grant. 

CTA spokeswoman Catherine Hosinski said 
the two-bus program will not exceed $2.5 mil- 
lion, paid for with a federal transportation grant 
and part of a grant for local transit agencies to 
improve air quality and reduce congestion. 

George Cavelle, vice president of CTAs 


vehicle and facility maintenance, said during 
a Wednesday morning news conference that 
the CTA could save more than $25,000 annu- 
ally in net fuel costs per bus compared with 
the Nova 6400-series buses they’ll replace. 
The agency expects to save $300,000 over 
the expected 12-year bus lifespan. 

The agency is “looking into” getting more 
electric-powered buses, Cavelle said. “We’ll 


be able to evaluate their performances and 
make a determination.” 

Don Winston, a bus instructor with the 
CTA for more than 30 years, said passengers 
will notice the difference in their ride. 

“It’s a nice bus. Nice, quiet, smooth,” said 
Winston, adding that he has been driving the 
electric buses for a few weeks. The riders “will 
love it.” 


Rachel Covey, 22, said she didn’t notice the 
green color of the No. 125-Water Tower Ex- 
press bus when it picked her up after she left 
law school Wednesday afternoon. But she did 
notice the difference in the interior of the bus 
compared to older buses. 

“It’s nicer. Like 10 times nicer,” said Covey 
of Edgewater. “This is kind of cool.”

Twelve homicides were reported 
in Chicago during the past week, 
with two killings in the city’s 
South Chicago community area, 
according to a RedEye analysis 
of preliminary police data. 

On Monday, a 25-year-old 
man was shot to death in the 
8300 block of South Kingston Avenue in 
South Chicago, police said. One day earli- 
er, a 17-year-old boy was fatally shot in the 
8200 block of 
South Houston 
Avenue, accord- 
ing to officials. 

South Chi- 
cago, which 
has loose bor- 
ders of 79th 
Street to the north, 
95th Street to the 
south. South Chicago Avenue to the west 
and Lake Michigan to the east, has logged 
13 homicides so far this year, tying with South 
Lawndale for the eighth highest toll among 
Chicago’s 77 community areas, according to 
RedEye data. 

South Chicago, which counted 31,198 resi- 
dents in the 2010 Census, logged ii homi- 
cides last year, down from 14 killings in 2012, 
a RedEye analysis found. 

In the past week, gunshot homicides were 
recorded in Auburn Gresham, Austin, Cha- 
tham, Humboldt Park, the Lower West Side, 
New City, Uptown and West Englewood, 
based on police information. 

Meanwhile, there were two reported stab- 
bing fatalities. On Oct. 23, a 44-year-old man 
was stabbed to death in the 300 block of East 
48th Street in Grand Boulevard, police said. 

One day earlier, a 28 -year-old man was fa- 
tally stabbed in the 4100 block of West 63rd 
Street in West Lawn, according to officials. 

Thirty-one homicides have been reported 
so far this month. Thirty-two homicides were 
recorded in October 2013, RedEye found.

The scariest cards around

This will put a scare in you: credit cards with a 

36 percent interest rate. BOO! 

Just in time for Halloween, personal finance 
website cardhub.com released its annual list 
of the year’s worst credit cards. CardHub ana- 
lyzed more than i,ooo 
cards in seven categories 
and named the priciest, 
least convenient option 
in each group— one of 
which, the First Premier 
Bank Gold card, has 
that massive 36 percent rate. For comparison, 
the average interest rate is about 13 to 15 per- 
cent, according to recent Bankrate numbers. 

“Picking the wrong credit card is tanta- 
mount to skipping the house that gives out 
King Size candy bars on All Hallows’ Eve,” ac- 
cording to the CardHub report. 

That is to say there are good options out 
there for people seeking credit— so there’s no 
excuse for using a bad card, CardHub spokes- 
woman Jill Gonzalez said. 

“Credit cards are so competitive for people 
with good credit,” she said. “Rewards are re- 
ally great now, especially with a cash-back op- 
tion, so for a card to offer no rewards {is worse 
in comparison}.” 

And the right credit card is only going to be 
more important if national trends continue: 
By the end of the year, according to CardHub, 
Americans will have about $55 billion more in 
credit card debt than they did at the begin- 
ning of 2014. 

In general, Gonzalez recommends reading

the fine print before making a credit deci- 
sion— that low-interest rate might not last 
as long as you’d like, for example. And if your 
credit card use is irresponsible, it won’t really 
matter how great the card itself is. 

“People who are looking to get a credit 
card and then treating it like a debit card, get- 
ting cash withdrawals, cash advances, those 
cards — regardless of the card you get— are go- 
ing to drag on those interest rates,” she said.

Think football’s tough? Try 
tackling with no pads on

The last professional home team to win a 
game at Soldier Field? The Blackhawks in 
March. Yes, that’s right. 

But that could change Saturday, when the 
stadium hosts an international rugby match 
between the USA Eagles and the New Zea- 
land All Blacks. The Eagles will take on the 
top-ranked team in the world in front of a 
sold-out crowd. 

It’s the All Blacks’ first match on Ameri- 
can soil since 1980. 

“We haven’t played a match like this one,” 
USA veteran rugby player Louis Stanfill said. 



“The All Blacks are the best in the world. 
It’s absolutely huge. It’s monumental and 
rare to sell out a stadium, and never in a 
stadium that holds 50,0 00 -plus. It’s 
tremendous.” 

According to organizers, the 
match is expected to set an atten- 
dance record for a rugby match 
in the US. at about 63,000 spec- 
tators. The previous mark for an 
international rugby union match 
in the US. (20,181) was recorded 
in June 2013 in Houston. The match 
marks only the fourth time the All 
Blacks and USA have faced one anoth- 
er in more than 100 years of organized 
rugby’s history

New Zealand’s star players. “I think that 
makes it a bit more special and it’s going to 
be a great occasion for the Eagles.” 

The Eagles face a tough opponent. The 
All Blacks are the winningest team in rugby 
history, winning 76 percent of its matches 
since the team’s first players were selected 
in 1884. The All Blacks boast a winning 
percentage of 80 percent the past 20 years. 

So how much pressure does that rich 
history put on the All Blacks on the field? 

“The pressure of expectation has always 
been there, and the players and coaches 
talk about that as the opportunity to deep- 
en the legacy that goes with the jersey,” All 
Blacks CEO Steve Tew said. “Tbu’re in that 
jersey for a brief period of time, and I know 
all the players that pull that jersey off want 
to take it off and add some blood, sweat 
and tears to it and deepen their legacy by 
making it bigger than it was when they 
wore it, so that’s the way we approach it.” 

Rugby is deeply ingrained in New Zea- 
land’s culture. Kids growing up there 
dream of playing for the All Blacks like 
Chicagoans might long to play for the 
Bears. U.S. fans will have the opportunity 
to gain perspective of New Zealand’s his- 
tory before the match. Traditionally, the 
All Blacks perform the ancient war dance 
known as the haka to challenge opponents. 

“The All Blacks have taken on the haka 
every time we go out and play an opposi- 
tion,” Read said. “It’s about connecting 
with everyone that came before us, but 
it’s also a challenge to the opposition just 
to say, ‘We’re here and we want to take you 
on.’ It’s a good way of us connecting before

the game.” 

Saturday’s match also will air on NBC. 
The national coverage is expected to draw 


attention to a sport that doesn’t receive 
much acclaim in the U.S. The Eagles al- 
ready have qualified for the next rugby 
World Cup, set for 2015 in England. 

“It’s huge that the game is on [national] 
TV,” Stanfill said. “The best team in the 
world is playing against the USA. A lot of 
people who usually tune in to basketball 
and baseball at that time will be intro- 
duced to the sport of rugby”

BRUSH UP ON RUGBY BASICS 


By Emily Brown 1 for redeye 
Never played rugby? Never watched a 
match? Never even heard of it? Don’t wor- 
ry, RedEye has you covered on the basics. 

» A rugby match lasts 80 minutes, split 
into two 40 -minute halves. Eifteen players 
are on the field for each team, so it can get 
a bit busy Each team is allowed eight sub- 
stitutes per game, but once a player comes 
out they cannot re-enter. 

» There are 15 players on the field for 
each team— eight forwards and seven 
backs. 

» The rugby field is similar to a football 


field in that there are two H-shaped posts 
on each end. The ball used in rugby is not 
a traditional sphere; it’s shaped more like 
a football. 

» There are three ways to score: 

A try (five points), which is always fol- 
lowed by a conversion attempt (two points) 
A penalty goal (three points) 

A drop goal (three points) 

» Players are not allowed to pass the ball 
forward; they must pass it behind them. 
It can be kicked forward, but the kicker’s 
teammates have to be behind the ball 
when it is kicked. Players are allowed to 


run with the ball. 

» Rugby players don’t rely on much pro- 
tective gear. A mouth guard is the only 
safety equipment most players use, though 
some will use soft headgear. 

» Despite the lack of protective gear, 
rugby is a full contact sport where tackling 
is how you stop the other team from ad- 
vancing the ball. Only the player carrying 
the ball can be tackled and once they are 
taken to the ground, the ball handler must 
immediately release the ball. In rugby, play 
does not stop when someone is tackled.

How to speak rugby 

By Emily Brown 1 for redeye 
Rugby may look a lot like football, but it can 
be confusing if you’re not familiar with the 
terminology With that in mind, here’s a quick 
reference guide to some of the terms you’ll hear 
throughout Saturday’s match between the USA 
Eagles and the New Zealand All Blacks. All 
Blacks player Kieran Read helped us out, too. 

TEST 

A match between two international sides. The 
Nov. 1 match between the New Zealand All 
Blacks and the USA Eagles qualifies as a test. 

An example of a regular game would be if the 
USA Eagles competed against a Chicago team. 

TRY 

The scoring play worth the highest amount 
of points in rugby (5). A try is scored when a 
player runs over the goal line and touches the 
ball to the ground. This is similar to if a rushing 
touchdown in football, except the player must 
down the ball, not simply run into the end zone. 

CONVERSION 

Once a try is scored, the team that scored at- 
tempts a conversion, which is worth another 
two points. A player must kick the ball over the 
crossbar and between the two posts, like a field 
goal. It is kicked from a place in line where the 
try was scored. 

PENALTY GOAL 

When the opposing team is penalized, a team 
can choose to kick at the goal. A penalty goal is 
worth three points. 

DROP GOAL 

A drop goal is worth three points. A player kicks 
the ball through the goal posts during general 
play. 

SCRUM 

This occurs when restarting a game after a 
stoppage in play. Eight forwards push against 
the opposing eight forwards and the ball is 
thrown in the middle of the tunnel between the 
two rows of forwards. They use their feet to try 
and control the ball so another player (a posi- 
tion called number eight) controls it. “It’s inter- 
esting; you’ll probably enjoy the scrum once 
you see it,” Read said. 

RUCK 

After a player is tackled and the ball is on the 
ground (a player must release the ball when 
tackled), players on each team who are on their 
feet can attempt to gain possession, but they 
can only use their feet to handle the ball until 
they are out of the ruck. 

OFFSIDE 

This rule is to ensure players have space to at- 
tack and defend. A player generally cannot be 
ahead of the teammate with the ball. An offside 
player can’t participate in play until they are 
onside.

DESIGNING 

WITH THE STARS 

Justin LeBlanc and Kate Pankoke are 
bringing Chicago back to the 'Runway’

/ ust because you’re on “Project Runway” doesn’t mean you get an automatic 
^ invite to Heidi Klum’s famed Halloween party 

“Oh my gosh, did you get invited?” Kate Pankoke, a designer from Season ii and 
12, asked fellow Season 12 alumnus Justin LeBlanc. 

“No! We didn’t!” LeBlanc replied, in that fake-annoyed voice that you know is 
kind of actually bummed. 

“Tell Heidi that we would like to be invited,” Pankoke told me. 

So Heidi, this is your official notice: LeBlanc and Pankoke, who you can see start- 
ing Thursday on Season 4 of “Project Runway All Stars” on Lifetime, are ready to 
rock this Halloween. LeBlanc, 28, who lives in Raleigh, N.C., but got his master’s in 
fashion from the School of the Ajt Institute of Chicago, and Pankoke, 25, of Lakev- 
iew, stopped by RedEye to dish on the upcoming season— and the spooky holiday

On what they learned on “Project Runway” 
in past seasons that they could apply to “All 
Stars”: 

Justin LeBlanc: I mean, just managing the 
stress. That’s a big thing, and time manage- 
ment, and being smart. 

Kate Pankoke: I learned the same things, but 
then I also learned that it’s not a life-or-death 
situation, from being eliminated once, you 
know Like, the first time I was eliminated on 
Season ii, you’re scared to death, you don’t 
know what happens, like, where do you go? 
What happens when you’re eliminated? And 
once you finally find out, it’s not so scary so the 
second time around you can really just have 
fiin, because you know you’re not gonna die. 

On whether there were other designers they 
were particularly excited about working 
with on “All Stars”: 

JLB: I think we were both excited to see 
Helen {Castillo, from “Project Runway” 
Season 12} because I think we work very well 
together as a group, and Kate and Helen are, 
like, besties. They’re like the opposite of each 
other. It’s really entertaining to watch them. 
KP: {Laughing.} Some people found it annoy- 
ing ... 

JLB: I was entertained! 

KP: I just think it was unique because we had 
so many people from Season 12 and I had so 
many people from Season ii, it’s just like a 
family reunion. There was only, I think like 
four people that I hadn’t met before, and 
they were all really cool, I had watched their 


seasons so I was excited to meet them. It’s 
like a weird summer camp that we go to. 

On how their careers have been affected by 
the show: 

JLB: The exposure is amazing and it just 
really put a stamp on your name in fashion, 
one way or another. Like, I know the fashion 
industry even the wedding industry is more 
competitive I think, but it actually put our 
name out there and people will recognize 
that name and that really helps. 

KP: I think for me, in addition to that, the 
show really has taught me to be myself as a 
designer. When you have to design some- 
thing in 30 minutes, it’s like yourself but 
concentrated, and you have basically like this 
formula that is you as a designer that you have 
to be able to refer to on the spot. So for me, 
it really helped me just to find myself and it’s 
a lot easier for me to design a collection now, 
because I can do it in 30 minutes if I had to! 

On their next big projects: 

JLB: I’m selling my collection in baby steps. 
The whole business side of it is really intimi- 
dating for me, but I’m starting to release 
small items. I just released a new collection 
of 3-D bow ties {Monday}. ... I’m still teach- 
ing. I love teaching, it’s really inspiring for me 
to be working with my students and to see 
what they can come up with. I’m just staying 
busy staying out of trouble ... 

KP: {Laughing.} He’s such a troublemaker, 
all the time on the show, getting yelled at. 
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... I just got back from bridal fashion week 
in New York, so I’m really excited. This has 
been the best market for me so far ... and I 
have now boutiques [carrying my designs] 
in Japan, I just picked up one in New York, 
and then a California one and hopefully an 
Australian one that I’m crossing my fingers 
for. And then today I’m literally going to sign 
the lease on a new space, which I’m going to 
be able to entertain brides at and it’s in the 
Fine Arts Building on Michigan Ave. It’U be 
my first time to have my own studio space 
that’s, like, not in my apartment. 

On their all-time favorite Halloween cos- 
tumes: 

JLB: [Laughs.] That’s a tough one. ... Oh, I 
have one now. 

KPiWhat? 

JLB: I was a drag pirate. I had a big black 
dress and high heels and a little parrot, with 
the beard, lady-slash-pirate. I just did that 
two years ago, I loved it. I wore those invis- 
ible wedge heels. 

KP: Oh I love those! But was it hard to walk 
in? 

JLB: No, it was comfortable. But it made me 
like 7 feet tall. 

KP: I need to get some of those, oh my gosh. 

I think mine was when my husband and I, 
we were in college, and I did Juno and he was 
Bleeker. And that was a lot of fun except for 
I, it was too good, people just thought I was 
pregnant, but I wasn’t. I’m like, “Where do 
you think this came from?” I was definitely 
like an eight- or nine-month belly I’m like, 
“You’ve seen me before Halloween.” But like, 
family friends are seeing Facebook pictures 
and they’re like, “Kate’s pregnant?” and I’m 
like, “No, I’m Juno for Halloween!” 

On what to look forward to this season: 

JLB: It’s going to be very competitive this 


time around, because everybody is equally 
talented, so it was challenging to see from 
episode to episode not knowing who’s going 
to be back. Everybody’s good. 

KP: That was so weird, that was the weird- 
est thing about ‘All Stars.” And on regular 
“Project Runway” you don’t know any of 
these people, so it’s like the first couple of 
people to get eliminated, I mean, you feel 
bad for them, but you haven’t made a friend- 
ship with them. Here, these are already your 
friends, and when people are eliminated, it’s 
a huge deal. And so it’s a lot more emotional, 

I think. There’s always crying on every epi- 
sode, I’m sure. 

JLB: Ugly crying. 

KP: But what is “Project Runway” without a 
good ugly cry? 

JLB: A good ugly cry That should be the 
theme. 

On the difference between Alyssa Milano 
and Heidi Klum’s style as hosts: 

JLB: I love them both. I mean, Alyssa has 
more of the down-to-earth kind of vibe. 
KP:Yeah, easier to talk to. Like she talked 
more with us in-between, which was nice. 
JLP: We definitely got to know her. And with 
this seasons of ‘All Stars,” Alyssa is pregnant, 
so she had her big baby belly 
KP:And so cute! She sets the bar so high. I’m 
not gonna look like that when I’m pregnant. 
JLB: And she’s wearing like, 4- or 5-inch heels. 
KP: ^ah. All the time. For hours. 

JLB: And she’s gonna have a baby a week 
later, in heels. 

KP: She like, kept it in there too. I’m like, 
“Today is the day!” Nope. Maybe tomorrow 
Nope. And she kept it in. I was surprised. 

JLB: And then she had her baby, like, how 
many weeks after? Two? 

KP: Two weeks. And she looks perfect already 
she’s gorgeous.

PROJECT HALLOWEEN 


The unconventional challenge— a “Proj- 
ect Runway” signature in which design- 
ers construct outfits using random finds 
at dollar stores, candy shops or hardware 
emporiums— is no sweat for Justin LeB- 
lanc. In Season 12, he impressed the judges 
with a gown made from plastic laboratory 
pipettes that looked like it was covered in 
shimmery fringe. 

When LeBlanc was in town for a “Project 
Runway All Stars” premiere party, RedEye 
tasked him with an unconventional chal- 
lenge of our own: Create a Halloween cos- 
tume in one hour’s time from items bought 
at Walgreens for $30 or less in 10 minutes. 
He recruited Alexander Knox, 22, of Boys- 
town, and Ryan M. Beshel, 32, of Raven- 
swood, to compete against him. 

Knox, who represented Chicago on 
Season 13 of “Project Runway” is in his 
last year of study at Columbia College and 
designs costumes for local drag queens 
and Hydrate’s Neverland parties. Beshel, 
a fashion and media personality met LeB- 
lanc when he interviewed the “Runway” 
contestant for Purely Fashion, a mobile 
app that showcases clothing designers. 

Matched up against two designers, 
Beshel proved that you don’t need expert 
sewing skills to whip up a super-speedy 
costume. He covered a newspaper-stuffed 
white trash bag with nametag stickers — 
white trash with an identity crisis, get it?— 
and was done with 40 minutes to spare. 
With neon poster board and a drawstring 
trash bag, Knox re-created Mitzi’s flip- 
flop-covered number from “The Adven- 
tures of Priscilla, Queen of the Desert,” the 
1994 movie that won an Academy Award 
for Best Costume Design. LeBlanc took 
his inspiration from Meep on ‘American 
Horror Story: Freak Show” and construct- 
ed a feathery frock out of paper napkins 
and Swiffer hand dusters. 

As the challenge clock wound down, 
they couldn’t resist a few “Runway”-relat- 
ed jokes. “I’m sewing my model into the 
dress at this point!” Knox mock-exclaimed 
with 10 minutes remaining. Finding him- 
self with five minutes to spare and his 
Meep costume complete, LeBlanc an- 
nounced, “I’ll make a clutch!” and set to 
work taping extra napkins to a Swiffer box.

‘Walking Dead* keeps hope alive

In an apocalypse of the undead, hope can be a 
harsh mistress. 

The beleaguered survivors of AMC’s “The 
Walking Dead” have confronted that cruel 
lesson time and again in the pulse-pounding 
drama that has become one of TV’s hot- 
test shows. Just when it appears Sheriff Rick 
Grimes (Andrew Lincoln) and his comrades- 
in-arms finally have shielded themselves from 
the latest mortal threat— flesh-eating “walk- 
ers,” malevolent humans or some combina- 
tion thereof— a more virulent one arises. 

Not surprisingly the Oct. 12 fifth-season 
premiere found the survivors once again in 
dire circumstances— this time in a remote out- 
post called “Terminus.” Lured by promises of 
“sanctuary” the band is imprisoned in a boxcar 
surrounded by a butcherous tribe of cannibals. 

But even waist-deep in a swamp of blood, 
gore and moral depravity, don’t get the wrong 
idea about the show, insists its key creative 
team. Contrary to any surface bleak impres- 


sions it may register, the show actually is an- 
chored in faith, trust and family 

“The cycle is hopeful— we never see these 
characters give up,” showrunner and execu- 
tive producer Scott M. Gimple said. “That 
this group hasn’t become cynical with all they 
have faced is true affirmation as opposed to 
nihilism.” 

Added Danai Gurira, who plays the dread- 
locked, katana sword-wielding warrior Mi- 
chonne: “I had a friend tell me this show is 
about death. But that’s just wrong. These 
people have chosen to live.” 

“The Walking Dead” and its zombie min- 
ions are alive and well indeed. The show av- 
eraged more than 13 million viewers last year, 
and its season-ender set a record for the series 
finale as about 15.7 million watched the shoot- 
out at Terminus. 

Surprising perhaps only in its timing, AMC 
earlier this month renewed the series, based on 
the comic book series from executive produc- 
er Robert Kirkman, for a sixth season. Mean- 


while, the network seems poised to launch a 
spinoff zombie series and has already ordered a 
pilot, slated to begin production this year. 

This season the core ensemble grows with 
several new cast members, including Tyler 
James Williams (“Everyone Loves Chris”) and 
Seth Gilliam (“The Wire”). Introduced in the 
later episodes last season were figures who 


will also become key parts of the story 

As always, the possibility of hope will be a 
prime motivator. 

“It’s like when you’re drowning after a ship- 
wreck,” Cudlitz said. “There’s always another 
piece of debris to grab on to. Some are bigger 
and they float longer, and some are smaller. 
But there’s always something to hang on to.”

Maria Pinto makes a 
comeback with M2057

Forget the rise and fall of hemlines as a mea- 
sure of the economy’s health. Fashionistas 
need only follow the fortunes of one of Mi- 
chelle Obama’s early wardrobe supporters, 
designer Maria Pinto. 

Pinto launched her first fashion line in 1991, 
landing space in Saks Fifth Avenue, Bergdorf 
Goodman and Barneys New York. Twice 
since, Pinto has been forced to shut down 
and restart. The first time came in 2002 after 
the 9/11 downturn compounded the blow of 
a bookkeeper’s embezzlement. Then in 2010, 
the recession drained all of the residual value 
of Michelle Obama wearing Pinto’s dresses on 
the presidential campaign trail (earning her 
monikers such as “commander in sheath.”). 

Pinto quietly resurfaced in fashion last 
fall, in quintessential post-recession form. 
Launching a Kickstarter campaign for a 
brand she named M2 057, Pinto secured the 
crowdfunding needed to produce a capsule of 
seven dresses, three jackets and three scarves 
in her signature architectural shapes. Almost 
all of them are in Italian jersey of varying 
weights, sizes XS-XL, from neutrals such as 
an off-white she calls Avalanche to vibrant 
solids such as Calypso Red. 

Reflecting shoppers’ shifting priorities, 
garments are machine washable, versatile and 
hospitable to accessories— a flowing tunic on 
one woman is a belted minidress on another. 
Prices range from around $245 to $450 at 
m2057.com. 

“They’re like a blank canvas,” Pinto said. 
“I have clients email me and say, T wear this 
dress at least once a week. What other colors 
does it come in?’ That wouldn’t have hap- 
pened a few years ago.” 

Rather than hemmed, edges are cut and re- 
inforced with bartack stitching so they don’t 



unravel but are easy to alter. “It’s friendly on 
every level,” she said. 

Through e-commerce, trunk shows and 
word of mouth, Pinto is shipping to clients 
from San Francisco to Shanghai. For spring 
2015, M2057 has grown to more than 40 styles, 
including a cigarette pant in sizes 2-14 to nail 
the fit. The momentum enabled Pinto, based 
in Chicago, to hire a showroom in New York 
to market the line to store buyers this fall. 

“I feel it’s necessary to do a retail launch, in 
boutiques and hopefully one of the majors,” 
Pinto said, “because it still comes back to 
touch and feel, at least the first time.” 

The name represents the year Pinto will 
turn 100. The idea came to Pinto after she 
had lunch one day with her mother, who is 98. 
Resilience, it seems, is in Pinto’s blood.
